The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has reviewed the above-
referenced document pursuant to the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA),
Council on Environmental Quality (CEQ) regulations (40 CFR Parts 1500 _1508) and
Section 309 of the Clean Air Act.

EPA supports fire management actions on Golden Gate National Recreation Area
(GGNRA) lands for fire hazard reduction and resource benefit. The Fire Management
Plan will provide the framework for fire management actions for the GGNRA over the
next 10-15 years.
